NEWSPAPER REPORTERS. 


& Defense of Their Fair Mlndedness, Eo- 


llabillty and Integrity. 


A very common error ia prevalent 


that the work of reporters, given in 
newspapers, as a rule is not entitled to 
respect or credence. It is generally as- 
sumed thr.fc the reporter writes chiefly 
or wholly to mate a sensation or in 
some way interest readers without re- 
gard to facts, while just the re>erse ia 
the truth in all reputable newspaper es- 
tablishments. 


It is safe to assume that the state- 


ments of reporters given in the leading 
reputable journals of the country are 
quite as truthful as are the general 
statements from the pnlpit when the 
minister gets ontside of strictly reli- 
gions teachings, and very much more 
trnthf nl than are the public expressions 
of most if not all of the leading profes- 
sions. With very few exceptions the 
management of our leading daily news- 
papers enforce truthfulness and fairness 
as the supreme attributes for a newspa- 
per-writer, and yet it is common for all 
who are displeased with any reportorial 
statement to say that "it'aa mere news- 
paper story.'' 


It is true that there are a few con- 


spicnons exceptions to the rule that gov- 
erns the reputable newspapers of the 
country. 


Not only are the managers of our 


leading newspapers entitled to great 
credit for the scrupulous care they in- 
force on their reporters and correspond- 
ents to present the truth with as exact 
fairness as is possible, but the public 
little know the ceaseless care that is ex- 
ercised in every reputable newspaper 
office to prevent the publication of even 
the truth when it would be more harm- 
ful to publish than to suppress it. There 
is not a week, indeed hardly a day, that 
the newspapers of this city do not sup- 
press the facts proper for public infor- 
mation which would make a most inter- 
esting story solely because it would 
bring a flood of sorrow to the innocent 
and helpless and cast an imperishable 
shadow upon their lives. "With all the 
errors necessarily committed in a news- 
paper office by reason of the haste with 
which the articles mnst often be prepar- 
ed, the public little know with what 
ihorough integrity the newspapers, as a 
rule, protect the innocent even at the 
cost of suppressing legitimate and inter- 
esting information. The skeletons of 
hundreds of households are carefully 
guarded in the newspaper offices of the 
3ouutry, and generally without even the 
knowledge of the people who are thus 
protected.—Philadelphia Times.

SLEEP AND DREAMS. 


How Aeassiz Worked Out a Scientific 


Problem as Related by Himself. 


The letters on sleep and dreams in 


The Spectator remind me of a case in 
tho experience of Agassiz, and which 
be told me himself, though it is record- 
ed in his work on the American fishes. 
Ho vcas studying a fossil fish in the 
Jardm des Plantes, but had never been 
ablo to determine the species to Irs sat- 
isfaction. After a time hedtenmeJ that 
he canght the very fish and without dif- 
ficulty determined the question, fcbiiik- 
ing, as he woke from the dream, that 
bo would have no difficulty. 
But on 


returning to the fossil something in the 
dream had escaped him, and he could 
110 more determine the species than be- 
fore, . 


The next night he had the same dream 


and again forgot the essential point. 
He then determined to take a pencil and 
paper with him to bed and make his 
note as soon as he woke. The dream 
came the third time, but to his surprise 
on fully awakening he found the draw- 
ing inaclo and lying on the table bed side, 
with three bones displayed in it which 
were not visible in tho fossil, and which 
solved the problem. On returning to the 
Jardin dea Plantes he obtained permis- 
sion of his friend, the director, to chip 
away a scale of stone which lay on the 
spot where the bones were in the draw- 
ing, and found them there as his draw- 
ing had given them. It is 80 years since 
Agassis told me tha incident, but those 
who have acce&s to his hibtory of the 
North American fishes will be able to 
read it in his own worcla in the intro- 
duction and correct my version if my 
memory has in any detail failed me.— 
London Spectator.

KKVABA WAR CLAIMS. 


The Washington correspondent of 


the JOUBNAL states that ^Representative 
Newlaods has secured a favorable re< 
port in the House on the bill for the 
payment of Nevada war claims. The 
bill baa been twice passed by the Sen 
ate, but on both occasions wasdefeated 
in the House. Now that Mr. Newlands 
has secured a, favorable report on the 
bill ia the House, it is probable that it 
will become a law. 


The Nevada war claims date back to 


Territorial days. When the country 
was racked with strife in the great 
fratricidal war the ludians were on the 
warpath. The overland stage and tele 
graph lines between the Missouri river 
and California and the settlers iu Ne- 
vada and pans of Utah had to he pro- 
tected. For that purpose volunteers 
were orgauized in Nevada for service 
in the United States Army, as they aie 
boiuu organized to-day. As an incen- 
tive to younif men to join the volun- 
teers, the State prtiii enctiand every eu- 
liated man five dollars ID coin pei 
month in addition to the thirteen dol- 
Ittrs in green buck1* paid by *be General 
Government. Officers were paid a pro 
porlionnte amount iu coin and the Ter 
ritorial Government and its successoi 
the State Government, expanded $117,- 
SIK) in coin iu that miiiiier. Subse- 
quently the State paid out several 
thousand dollars ia coin in suppress 
ing the White Pine and other Indian 
outbreaks and the total amount ex 
pended by the Territory and State 
with interest up to the preseLt time 
exceeds $450,000. This is a just claim 
against the United States and the Sen- 
ate Commute^, which investigated it 
so reported. 


For reasons, probably known to 


themselves, but never explained to 
their readers, the gold papers of thi- 
State have mrufe light of those wa 
claims and attempted to ridicule ou 
beuators and Representative for press 
ing their allowance by Congress. It i 
not likely that any of those Hannaizec 
organs know 
anything 
about the 


claims, for if they did they could no 
dispute the fact that they are justly 
due the State. It would be a great re 
lief to the taxpayers to bave the deb' 
paid at the present time, when iu con 
sequence of the abandonment of man; 
silver producing mines, taxes for the 
support of the State and county gov 
erumeuts are necessarily high. The 
Constitutional limit to the borrowing 
power of the State is virtually reached 
and as the State Prison, Insane Asylum 
and Orphans' Home must be main 
tained, the taxpayers must bear the ex 
pense. Tf the war claims are allowed 
"by Congress, as they should be, the 
State can pay all its obligations and 
have a surplus of $150,000 left in the 
treasury to tide it over the depression 
that is certain to exist until silver is 
restored to its historic place as a money 
metal. 


CONUKNSKD WAlt NOTES. 


At Madrid it is rumored that the 


Spanish fleet is off the coast of Cuba 
near Havana. 


The transports City of Peking, City 


of Sydney a Lid Australia are about 
ready at San Frdiauisco for the recep- 
tion of troops for Manila. 


The Tenth Pennsylvania volunteers 


have started for San Francisco on their 
way to Manila. The members come 
from the towns of western Pennsyl- 
vania. 


Secretary Long said yesterday that 


he had received no advices as to the 
location of the Spanish fleet and no in- 
formation that a naval battle was im- 
minent. 


A report from Getson Cove, N. S., 


saya that nine war ships were sighted 
off Indian Island near Cape La Havt, 
'yesterday morning bound in a south- 
erly direction. 


Major General Joseph Wheeler has 


made a personal request of President 
McKmley that he be permitted to cull 
for a regiment of volunteer cavalry 
from Alabama. 


The Spanish newspapers are com 


plaining bitterly 
at Great Britain's 


position in the present trouble and say 
that they cannot understand why 
American warships are allowed to re 
victual at English ports and that the 
United States is allowed to cat British 
cables. 


It is announced that the German 


war ship Geir has arrived at Havana 
and it is said, did not return the salute 
of the American squadron nor did she 
salute the American tlfig. She sainted 
the Spauish.forts mid her commander 
visited General Blanco. 


The war fever is decidedly abating 


in Spain. Not rt siujjle public man in 
spires a purtivlu uf confidence and the 
tinkering with the Ministry is viewed 
with despairing indifference. 
The cir- 


umstancea generally 
indicate that 


Spain ia drifting toward peace propos- 
als. 


Information has reached the State 
department that German gunners bave 
been assigned to the Spanish fleet out- 
fitting at Cadiz.. Herr Von Hoenleben, 
be German Ambassador at Washing- 
on, would neither affirm nor deny, the 
eport. The State Department will in- 
errogatehim. 
President McKinley is of the opinion 
hat the United States will now be 
:ompelled to occupy'the Philippines 
or a long time if not permanently, 
whether the Government wants the 
elands or not, and in order to tnain- 
ain this policy it ia proposed to send 
.0,000 volunteers to Hawaii to be held 
there in reserve. 


Although nothing official has been 


given out, it is believed that n naval 
engagement will occur within twenty- 
'our hoars. The reported bombard- 
ment of Santiago de Cuba is probably 
true. There are three cables there and 
they are British property, bat they will 
be cut in order to prevent General 
Blanco from 
communicating with 


Madrid.

Archbishop T«mpl«.

BOUND TO MANILA. 


The First Kagiment Nebraska Volun- 


teers Passes Through Reno 


At an early hour yesterday morning 


three sections of passenger train No. 
4, passed through carrying over seven 
hundred First Regiment Nebraska 
United States Volunteers. 
About 


noon a second section of passenger 
train No. 2, arrived, having on board 
329 officers and men, composing the 
3rd battalion of the same regiment. 
This train was laid out here for the 
day owing to the wreck of the first 
section near Booa. As soon as the 
officers found they were to be held 
here several hours, the man were or- 
dered to unpack their guns and accou- 
trements and prepare for drill. This 
was soon accomplished and the four 
companies were kept busy during the 
afternoon and evening at drill. 


Nearly all of the town was"out,bigand 


little, young and old and ordinary af- 
fairs were laid aside to watch tha 
soldier boys. During the intervals of 
rest, the people of the town conversed 
with the boys, autographs were ex- 
changed, buttons and hatpins were ex- 
changed as souvenirs, and bits of rib- 
bon were cut from hats, hair and neck 
trimmings, and worn by the boys as 
sweet remembrances of the pretty 
donors, and it is said that hearts were 
for the time gladdened and beat in 
unison though the acquaintance was 
brief and later saddened by the part- 
ing that came all too soon. In fact the 
Reno swains were sidetracked. They 
stood at a respectful distance, sympa- 
thized with each other and registered 
a kick. They were not iu it; the girls 
simply looked and said, "we're onto 
our mash and will see yon later, seel"

MRS. THOMAS CARLYLE. 


One OtiMion When the CJever Women 


W»8 Surprised and Confounded. 


The brightest time for Mra. Carlyle'a 


talk was during dinner. Day after day 
she poured forth witty stories, most of 
which I have almost forgotten, hot in 
any osse it would be desecration to at- 
tempt to repeat almost any of them. 
The characteristics of living men and 
women were often dashed off in a few 
nthy words, not without satirical 
touches. George Henry Lewes was not 
one of her favorites, but I noted with 
pleasure the way in which she spoke of 
;he wonderful transformation effected 
jy the influence en him of George Eliot. 


One of her experiences was when vis- 


iting a shoemaker's shop to make a pur- 
chase, at tho time when sandaled tboes 
were worn, like those represented in 
the original illustrations of Dickens. 
The sandals were of bjack ribbon, uncut 
until the shoes were worn by the pur- 
chaser at home. Mrs. Carlyle tried on 
many shoes, and each time that a shoe 
proved unsuitable she unconsciously 
slung it on to her left arm. Being at 
last suited, and having paid her bill, 
she left the shop, and bad walked a lit- 
tle way when she heard a shout behind 
her 
Loolnng back she saw the shop- 


man running after her, much excited 
and insisting on her returning the stolen 
shoes. Looking down, she saw to her 
surprise a number of shoes dangling 
from her arm. The man indignantly 
asked her name and address. Her as- 
tonishment was suoh that her name was 
obliterated for a time from her memory 
and all she oonld recollect was her 
maiden name, "Miss Welsh." The hn- 
mor in this tale was enhanced to those 
who knew her from its being so much 
out of keeping with her usual shrewd- 
LI ess and self possession that no one 
could have predicted it of her. 


Her death scene, a year later, when 


"Mr. Silvester," aa she named her 
coachman, during a drive, turned and 
looked into the carriage—surprised at 
receiving no orders as to route—and saw 
her sitting, lifeless, with a pet dog on 
her knee, has often risen 
to my 


thoughts. 


My strongest impression was of the 


deep mutual iove evidently subsisting 
between MJ-S. Carlyle and her husband. 
Every subject we discussed seemed to 
recall thoughts of him. If the piano 
were opened, his song of the "blue day" 
was referred to or asked for; if any 
literary man were mentioned, bis opin- 
ion of him was given, or a story was 
told showing his relation to other men 
of note. I felt as if listening to the love 
talk of a youthful engaged couple, and 
when, in later days, Fronde opened op 
a floodgate of misunderstanding I felt 
assured there was a radical misconcep- 
tion of the true state of affairs.—New 
York Independent.
